concern,"

cautioned that unemployment 
"could go a few tenths of a point 
higher" before improving by the 
year's end.

"The return of the nationwide 


unemployment rate to the 
record high of last December is

SACRAMENTO (AP) — Gov. 


Reagan has several 
fiscal 


"gimmicks" he could use to 
meet an impending budget crisis 
at end of this month, says 
Legislative Analyst A. Alan 
Post. 


None of them offers a per- 


manent solution to the state's 
fiscal dilemma, however, Post 
says in a memo being circulated 
among senators. 


"I can offer no suggested 


solution to the prospective 
dilemma unless there is a 
change in the current positions 
of taxes on taxes or withholding 
or welfare or some combination 
of these," said Post. 


Without reform, welfare will 


cost nearly $1 billion in state 
funds alone this coming year, 
Post said. The 
governor, 


counting on hefty savings from 


his reform program, budgeted 
only $677 million. 


But even with the savings 


Reagan now could achieve, in 
the present form of his welfare 
legislation, there still would be a 
deficit of $243 million, said Post, 
the legislature's fiscal expert. 


In Los Angeles 
Friday, 


Reagan said payroll withholding 
of the income tax would make up 
the budget deficit.

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Battle Over Surplus 
Hog Killing Continues 


By DON KENDALL

WASHINGTON (AP) — Does 


a farmer, unhappy over low 
market prices, have the right to 
kill his surplus hogs in protest 
without first getting approval 
from local health authorities? 


The U.S. Supreme Court has 


been asked to decide. 


The case involves three far- 


mers who participated in a hog- 
killing demonstration in Jasper 
County, Iowa, three years ago. 


They 
were subsequently 


charged under Iowa law which 
required that they first should 
have obtained permission from 
county health authorities. 


At first the farmers were 


cleared by a Jasper County 
Court, but the Iowa Supreme 
Court recently reversed that 
decision. The case then was 
appealed directly to the U.S. 
Supreme Court. 


The Iowa Supreme Court held 


that the three defendants, Henry 
Steenhoek, Jesse Wright and 
Gary Wright, did "willfully 
destroy" food products with the 
intent to raise market prices. 


That, said the court, was in 


violation of state law. 


"Defendants had slaughtered 


100 or more hogs by shooting and 
dumping their carcasses in an 
open ditch which they then 
covered," the Iowa Supreme 
Court held. 


"The intent of the defendants 


was to raise hog prices." 


In their petition to the U.S. 


Supreme Court, the Iowa far- 
mers asked: 


"May a state legislature 


delegate unbridled discretion to 
local boards 
of health to 


determine when and if a farmer 
or other producer of food 
products 
within 
its 
local 


jurisdiction may conduct a 
'withholding action' of food 
products, with the intent to 
increase the price . . . ?" 


The petition cites Iowa law 


prohibiting waste of food 
products in an attempt to raise 
farm product prices. 


But 
such 
waste, 
the 


petitioners claimed, is only an 
alternative farmers 
have in 


disposing of products. 


"He may either sell his food 


products at the prevailing price 
in the market place, or he may 
choose, 
within 
his 
own 


discretion, not to sell, the latter 
decision resulting in a 'waste' of 
his farm products," the petition 
said. 


The defendants claim the 


Iowa law does not prohibit the 
farm slaughter of hogs or the 
destruction 
of other 
food 


products such as corn or other 
grain. What is prohibited, they 
say, is the intent of farmers to 
raise prices by such acts. 


"What is criminal is the 


destruction of food to increase 
the orice without consent," the 
U.S. Supreme Court was told. 


"But what is the relationship 


between price increase and a 
health officer?" 


The petition says the Iowa law 


gives local health authorities 
"unlimited and unguided" 
authority over such actions. 


Riverside College Orchards Close As Funds Cut 


RIVERSIDE 
(AP)—About 


one-fourth of the University of 
California's experimental citrus 
orchards here are slated to die 
an early death because of lack of 
money, UC officials say. 


Between 90 and 100 acres, 


including a grove containing 600 
species from throughout the 
world, are being chopped out of 
the 360-acre project, says the 
school's agricultural operations 
supervisor, Paul Moore. 


The budget for 
Moore's 


department will be reduced next 
year from $500,000 to $400,000, 
part of a 
$500,000 cut in the 


budget 
of 
UCR's 
Citrus 


Research 
Center 
and 


Agricultural 
Experiment 


Station. 


Twenty five employes will be 


laid off, nine of them in his 
department, Moore says.

annual cost of caring for a citrus 
orchard at between $425 and $450 
an acre, or between $38,000 and 
$45,000 for the trees being 
removed. 


A frim from nearby Redlands 


is charging $4 to remove each 
tree, Moore says. For ap- 
proximately 9,500 trees, it will 
cost $38,000. 


"It costs money to stop

Prune Growers Vote 
Favorably On Issue 
Of Wider Promotion 


State Director of Agriculture 


Jerry W. Fielder has announced 
that 
a large majority of 


producers of dried prunes have 
voted in favor of continuing the 
State Marketing Order for 
California Dried Prunes, as 
amended. 


Accordingly, the marketing 


order will continue in active 
operation 
until 
the 
next 


referendum is held in 1976. 


Results of the balloting in the 


referendum show that more 
than 89 per cent of the producers 
casting valid ballots favor 
continuation of the program. 


The marketing order provides 


for an international program of 
advertising and sales promotion 
of California prunes. A com- 
prehensive program of research 
is also conducted. These ac- 
tivities are financed entirely 
through industry assessments. 


California ranks first in the 


nation in the production of 
prunes, accounting for about 99 
per cent of all U.S. dried prune 
production. 


Prune plums are grown ex- 


tensively throughout central and 
northern California. 


WE ARE NUMBER SEVEN 


California ranks seventh in 


the nation in Cattle production, 
and fourth in the production of 
top grain-fed cattle, according 
to U.S. 
Department 
of 


Agriculture statistics.

Preliminary 
work on using thyroxin to increase lambing percentages has been done in the laboratory but not 
yet in the field. According to the farm advisor,,the thyroxin injections may help ewes to withstand 
high valley temperatures which cause early abortion or absorption of the tiny lamb fetus because 
of stress from heat Flournoy Brothers are furnishing 120 ewes for the experiment at their own 
cost and time. "Without cooperators such as George, Bill and "Bike" Flournoy most of our 
Agricultural Extension field research projects could not be done," Ellis said. The Flournoy ewes 
were "synchronized" this week to begin the trial. This process puts all the experiment ewes in 
exactly the same stage of estrus or breeding stage. By synchronizing the researchers can begin a 
complicated field trial and know the condition of each ewe. Detailed observation and record 
keeping will be done by the Flournoy Brothers at lambing time to measure results of the ex- 
perimental treatment. 


Irrigation System Developed 
By Israelis Attempted Here 


A relatively new approach to 


irrigation in California is being 
discussed and looked at with 
enthusiasm 
according 
to 


William F. Richardson, Tehama 
County Farm Advisor. 


This new approach is called 


trickle or drip irrigation and the 
major part of development has 
been done in Israel. 


The problem they faced with 


any irrigation system 
are 


similar to those in the southern 
part of the state, that is high salt 
content water and low winter 
rainfall. This, however, is not a 
problem in this area but this 
irrigation system has other 
points which make it a good 
possibility for this area as well 
as other areas. 


The 
system 
consists 
of 


emitters, or drippers, connected 
by flexible or rigid tubing, 
usually y2" to %" ID depending 


on length of run. The tubing is 
connected to a header pipe 
which is connected to a water 
supply. 


Somewhere between the water 


supply and the header pipe there 
is a filter to take out small 
particulate matter. 


The filter is important as the 


emitter orifices are small and 
plug easily. The system is much 
like an above ground sprinkler 
irrigation system, but more 
emitters than sprinklers and one 
row of emitters per each row of 
crop. 


The emitters are normally 


designed for 1 to 2 gallons per 
hour, the rate depending upon 
the soil type and the crop. 
Another system which is pretty 
much the same is a porous 
plastic flexible pipe which seeps 
water at the same low rate. This 
system is designed to be buried, 


others are for above ground only 
and some can go either way. 


System pressures are low, 


generally less than 20 psi. 


In this area we don't have to 


worry about lack of winter rains 
and generally not about the 
quality of water. The two major 
points which make the system 
look good are, hopefully low 
maintenance and a somewhat 
constant concentration and 
amount of water around the root 
zone. 


From 
the 
maintenance 


standpoint the filter would be 
the real crux. Without a good 
filtering system plugging could 
be a real headache. 


From the plant's point of view 


it should spend less time under 
stress from water logging and 
drying and spend more time 
growing and producing. 


Tehama Water Rich 
In Nitrate For 
Fertilizer Purposes 


Some of the wells in Tehama 


County have been shown to have 
sufficient nitrate in their water 
to be of beneficial fertilizer use. 
Any amount of nitrate found in 
the well water is that much less 
you need to add as a fertilizer. 


Nitrogen fertilizers that are 


added 
to the soil, whether 


organic or inorganic tend to be 
changed by soil microorganisms 
to the nitrate form and this form 
apparently is the form most 
readily taken up by plants. An 
important exception to this is on 
water logged or poorly aerated 
soils. 


The one big disadvantage of 


nitrate nitrogen is that it is very 
soluble in water and so is easily 
leached. The point here is that 
each time you irrigate you 
aren't building up that much 
more 
nitrogen. There 
is, 


however a modifying force in 
that the nitrate is in solution in 
the soil water and available to 
be taken up by the plant and will 
not be leached out until next 
irrigation. 


Not all the nitrate will be 


utilized though by the time 
irrigation is necessary as the 
plant takes up much more 
water than nutrients. 


A simple 
procedure 
for 


checking utilization efficiency is 
to take a soil sample a day or 
two after irrigation and one just 
before the next irrigation. 


Have the sample analyzed for 


soluble nitrates and the results 
expressed on a per volume of 
soil basis. 


Some labs report nitrate 


nitrogen in irrigation water on a 
pounds per acre foot basis but 
some may report it in ppm. To 
convert from ppm nitrate 
nitrogen to pounds per acre foot 
multiply by 2.7. 


Cities Of Animals 
Spread Pollution 
Underground—Prof. 


RIVERSIDE (AP)—A soil 


scientist 
says 
Southern 


California has too many "cities 
of animals" and that they may 
be ruining underground water 
resources. 


"One of the biggest problems 


is that we have places like Chino 
and Corona that have what can 
be called cities of animals," said 
Pratt. His advice is that 
dairymen spread waste more 
evenly, transporting 60 per cent 
of it away from the neigh- 
borhood of dairies and poultry 
farms. 


Pratt said both animal waste 


and fertilizers have had a 
definite damaging effect on the 
level of nitrates found in un- 
derground water supplies. 


His studies included tests of 


the underground water basins of 
the upper Santa Ana River in 
both Riverside and San Ber- 
nardino counties. They showed, 
he said, that the basins contain a 
high level of nitrate. 


Aphid Poses Threat 
To Grain Sorghum 


According to Farm Advisor 


Bill Richardson, grain sorghum 
growers will want to keep a 
close watch on their fields for 
the greenbug aphid which has 
proven to be more destructive 
than other aphids. 


The greenbug aphid is light 


green in color, has a dark stripe 
down its back, and is about one 
sixteenth inch in length. Most 
have no wings but during windy 
dry weather up to 40 percent can 
develop wings. 


It is usually found working on 


the bottommost leaves causing 
reddish purple discolored areas. 
The 
insect 
produces 
a 


honey dew-like material which 
can, 
when sufficient numbers 


are present, wet the leaves and 
drip on the ground, wetting the 
ground below the plant. 


There are other aphids that 


attack grain sorghum but they 
are usually less destructive and 
can be distinguished from the 
greenbug by the dark stripe
